THK SITUATION IN CHINA. 


The fanatical Chinese bare been mur- 


dering missionaries from the United 
States an'cl Europe. The representatives 
of foreign Powers in China exacted 
promises from the Imperial Government 
to punish the murderers and protect En 
ropeans. These promises have aot buen 
kept and the Powcro threaten :o bom- 
bard Chinese seaports. 


It is stated that tne German Foreign 


office has received news from China that 
the Imperial Government is unable to 
fulfill the promises made to the Powers, 
that it would punish all who were impli 
cateil in the recent outrages on foreigners 
and in future protect foreign residents. 


The cause of the inability of 'the Chi 


nese Government to do as it agreed, is 
said by the United States Consul at Na- 
gasaki, who is now in Washington, to bo 
in consequence of au impending revolu- 
tion. The people arc divided into two 
great factions, one of which is secretly 
plotting to overthrow the present gov 
eminent. 
The Emperor is a Tartar, and 


the Chinese heartily hate him and his 
race, and have been plotting for years to 
overthrow the reigning dynasty. 
This is 


said to bo the underlying causa of the 
outrages perpetrated on the foreign mis- 
sionaries. The anti-Tartar element hopes 
to embroil the Government in quarrels 
with foieign nations, and are willing to 
sacrifice a'1 ^the missionaries in the coun- 
try if the responsibility is thrown on the 
Emperor aad his advisers. In the event 
of an attack on the principal seaboard 
cities by foreign war vessels, tha anti- 
Tarturs, it is believed, would laaugurate 
n revolution, and would, doubtless, do so 
if the Government attempted to fulfill its 
promises to the representatives of the for 
ei«n Powers, by punishing the perpe 
tratora of tlte recent outrages on the mis- 
sionaries. 


The Chinese Government seems to be 


in a dilemma. If it attempts to punish 
those who murdered the missionaries it 
may incite a revolution and if it does not 
the foreign Powers will combine and 
take possession of its principal cities. 
What the final result will be can only be 
conjectured. 


JIDGK SAWYER'S WILL. 


The San Francisco papers say tha will 


of the late Judge Sawyer has been filed 
for probate with the petition of the ex- 
ecutors, Leland Stanford, Timothy Hop- 
kins and Charles F. Crocker. 


The will bears the date of September 


17, 1887. 
The estate is valued at $300,- 


000, though there are no schedules ac 
companyiog the petition, showing the 
probable value of the estate, which con 
sists largely of lands in various counties 
of the State, and tha residence property 
in this city. Toe chief personal property 
was $1,000 in bank. 


The chief provisions of the will relate 


to the management of the estate and the 
education of the testator's sons, Hough 
ton and Prescott Sawyer. 


It is provided that both sons are to bo 


given an opportunity to got a first-class 
education, for which purpose a sum not 
to exceed $100 per month is to be spent 
for each. 


Prescott is given the law library if he 


concludes to study law, but if he does 
not study law, and Houghton does, the 
latter is to have the library. The miscel- 
laneous library goes to the son who does 
not study law. 


To an aged sister he leaves an income 


of $25 a month. After disposing of In 
jewelry and silverware he gives to his ea- 
ccutors all of the balance of his estate in 
trust. 


FAKMEKS* ALLIANCE CLAIMS. 


At the Farmers' Alliance headquarters 


in Washington City, it is claimed that 
the Alliance will have fifty-five Repre 
.sentatives in the next House and foui 
members of the Senate; Peffer, Kyle, 
Irby and Vanco. The Sub-Treasury bill 
as introduced in the last Congress, will 
not be introduced, but a measure con- 
structed upon similar lines, and embody 
ing similar principles, will bo pushed to 
n vote in both Houses. Stanford's Land 
Loan bill, will not bo advocated by the 
Alliance members, but a bill ^bearing 
upon the same subjoct will be intro 
duced. Tho Alliance men will also de- 
maud the passage of a free coinage bill 
and that such a measure will pass the 
House early in the session, there is scarce 
a doubt. 


It is stated by the Alliance leaders that 


those three measurers are the only ones 
in which the party will take much inter 
est, though its members will vote for or 
against other bills that may coma before 
Congress. 


THK SHOOTING OF OFFICER NASH. 


Officer Richard Nash was shot and 


dangerously wounded night before last 
without cause or provocation, by one of 
the lowest type of humanity. As the 
officer was faithful in the discharge of 
his duties, a good citizen and the head 
of a respectable family, the question of 
summarily ending the existence of the 
miscreant who shot him arose. It was 
contended, however, that wo had an up- 
right Judge, reliable officers, and un- 
purchaseable jurors, and that the law 
should take its course, especially as the 
physicians arc hopeful of the recovery of 
the officer. 


It stands citizens in hand to beware dur-

Officers on the Trail of a Cowardly 


Murderer.

NEVADA CITY, September 18.—Sheriff 


Dangler and ex-City Marshal Neagle re- 
turned home this morning after a IG-honr 
bant for the murderer of Superintendent 
Galavotti of the Derbeo mine. On the 
South Tuba grade they found the track of 
an eight or nine boot leading from the 
point oa the hill where the shooter stood 
down the road. Here they were joined by 
parties from North Bloomfield. Suspicion 
falling OB George Clarke, o gambler living 
in that town, Constable Penrose detailed 
men to track him from hi* house. They 
found footsteps of the same size ai 
Clarke's along the trail leading from his 
house to the Sooth Yuba canyon, in the 
vicinity of the killing. Guards were then 
placed by Danster and Neagle around the 
house, but two hours later when Penroae 
went into the house Clarke had disap- 
peared. The men are seeking to ascertain 
his 
whereabouts. 
The 
tracks which 


George Clark's boots exactly fit were found 
to-day in the road one mile eait of North 
Bloomfleld, and leading towards the wilds 
of Meadow lake, where hia brotcer John 
has been prospecting. If Clarke succeeds 
ia joining his brother his capture cannot 
be effected without a desperate conflict. 
Both brothers are magnificent specimens 
of physical manhood and are unerring 
shots with a rifla and pistol. They are 
well armed and have a thorough knowledge 
of the country from the summit of the 
Sieira to the Sacramento Valley.

Negroes contemplate settling 
in a body in Cimmaron Valley as soon as 
the lands are open. Gangs of cowboys 
from the Cherokee strip also have their 
eyes on the locality and say any negro who 
attempts to settle there will be killed. 
Yesterday cowboys viaited Latigstou and 
got into a row and attempted to shoot 
Eggleston, editor of the Herald. 
Last 


night they returned, all drunk, and fired 
scores of shot iota a crowd of negroes in 
the streets, and several received slight 
wonndu. The cowboys left, stating they 
would return to-day and wipe oot the 
town. The negroes have all armed them 
selves, and if they do return many will 
likely be killed. Officers have left for the 
•oene.

Officer 


Nash- 


CITIZENS 
HANG 
ORTIZ. 


He is Hanged at Midnight Prom the 


Virginia Street Bridge. 


Officer Richard Nosh D»ngerouily, anil 


Tom Weigh Slightly Wounded. 


Night before last Officer Richard Nash 


was shot and dangerously, if not fatally, 
wounded while in the discharge of his duty 
in front of the Grand Central Hotel, by 
Louis Ortiz, a Spaniard. Ortiz, who has 
an unsavory reputation, and baa been 
arrested, and fined and imprisoned on sev- 
eral occasions for being implicated in oat- 
ting and shooting affrays, was ordered to 
leave town gome time since. He returned 
Thursday evening and stopped at the 
Grand Central. The house was crowded 
with guests and Ortiz wan given the bar- 
tender's bed. He was under the influence 
of liquor and would not remain in bed. 
The proprietor of the house, Ban O'Keefe, 
cleared the bar-room and 
Ortiz went 


out with others. On the front poroh Ortiz 
drew a pistol, and so far as known, with- 
out any provocation, commenced firing. 
The ball struck Tom Welch, inflicting a 
flesh wound near the hip. He fired a 
second shot as the bartender, Thomas Mo- 
Cormaok, attempted to disarm him. The 
bullet, according to one statement, passed 
through the skirt of MoOormack'a coat and 
struck Officer Nash in the abdomen above 
the right groin, bat another report says 
that Officer Nash ia confident that tbe bul- 
let which hit him could not have passed 
through McCormack's coat, in fact, it is 
believed it was intended for Nash. Mr. 
Nash, though realizing that a bullet had 
been lodged in his body, persisted In his < 
effort to arreat Ortiz, who was finally j 
knocked down and disarmed by MoCor- 
mack. 
Ortiz rose to his feet and started 


to run. 
He WM followed by MoOormaok, 


who again felled him with a well-directed 
blow, and held him until O'Keafe and 
Nash arrived and arrested him. Ortiz was 
taken to jail and Nash was taken to bis 
home and a physician called to attend him. 
He rested comparatively easy during the 
morning and early part of the day. In tbe 
afternoon Drs. Lewis, Dawson, Bergstein 
and Patterson held a consultation and 
probed the wound. They concluded that 
the bullet did not penetrate the abdominal 
cavity, though they are not absolutely cer- 
tain that it did not. Time, alone, will de- 
termine the result of the wound, but the 
physicians are of the opinion that there is 
no immediate danger. 


Biohard Nash, the wounded officer, is on 


old and respected citizen of Nevada. When 
a young man he mined in Humboldt 
county, and was elected Sheriff of that 
county in 1874. Shortly after the expira- 
tion of his term of office, he moved with 
his family to Reno, of which place he has 
siuoe been a resident. He has served as 
an officer in this town for many years, and 
commands the respect and confidence of 
every business man in the place. The 
hope £is universally expressed that his 
wound will not prove serious and that he 
will be able to resume hia duties in a few 
weeks. 
' 


Ortiz is a desperado of the lowest type. 


He figured in some shooting off rajs la 
Wiunemuoca and has been in the bands of 
the local officers here several times. He 
has a mania for getting into rows, bat it Is 
not probable that he will have opportunity 
to use pistols again outside the walls of a 
prison for many yean. 


Baptiste, another Spaniard, with whom 


Ortiz had a row, was also arrested and is 
now in jail. It is thought that if there had 
been 
no 
interference 
they 
would 


have shot and killed each other. 


Officer Nash's Shooting Avenged. 
The tragedy which occurred yesterday 


morning culminated last night in the 
lynching of Louis Oitiz, the would-be 
assassin. Early in the evening it became 
apparent that there was a movement on 
foot which meant the meting oat of jus- 
tice to Louis Ortiz, the out-throat and as- 
sassin. A crowd of determined citizens 
met at the lumber yard iate in the evening, 


steadily forward, and with a quiet and 
steady tread marched rapidly to the Court- 
home where their members quickly filled 
the corridors leading to the Sheriff's office. 
A few raps at the door brought the ques- 
tion of "Who is there?" from within, to 
which came the reply, " We want to Fee 
you," 
The door was reluctantly opened 


and in an instant a dozen revolvers covered 
Under 
Sheriff 
Canghlin. Access was 


soon gained to tbe jail, having demanded 
and obtained the keys from the Under Sher- 
iff, and they soon had the murderer in 
their possession. 


TAKEN TO THE EBIDOE. 


His hands were quickly tied, and with a 


man on each side, one in front and several 
behind who held cooked revolvers at bis 
head, they marched him to tbe bridge from 
which he was soon to be launched into 
eternity. Arriving at the center of tbe 
bridge a double row of citizens formed in a 
circle around him- Guards were placed at 
each end of the bridge to keep back what 
few people might attempt to come near the 
scene of action. He was then given an 
opportunity to say what he wiihed. He 
was determined and cool. He atked for a 
priest and then for a tlrink of water. His 
first request could not be complied with. 
However a flask of whisky was.obtained 
and a party held tbe flask and with up- 
turned face he drank the contents without 
a tremor. The moon shown its full light 
on his bloated and distorted features, 
which were of a sallow, livid hue. Hiu 
hands and feet were firmly tied. He wa« 
then given an opportunity to converse 
again. He left a few directions as to his 
effects and requested that certain letters 
be written to Mexico. He then said: "I 
have 
nothing 
else 
to say. What 


can I say?" The ropes were in readi- 
ness and he was conducted to the 
edge of the bridge over which it had been 
determined that he should be dropped. 
For fear that some accident might occur by 
which he might be precipitated into the 
river, it was thought better, after a hasty 
consultation, to let him swing from the 
crown on the center of the bridge. He was 
placed in readiness, the rope was properly 
adjusted and when asked if he was ready, 
promptly and firmly replied "ready". At 
the command, the rope tightened, bis body 
swayed, his bead turned to one side and 
with a quick movement, he was swung 
clear of the bridge. He had hardly risen 
three feet when the rope either broke or 
slipped and he fell backward with a dull 
thud. 


Not a murmur or cry escaped him, but 


with a sickly smile, almost satonio, he re- 
quested them to hurry. 
A large rope was 


then obtained, quickly adjusted, and with- 
in a few moments, exactly at 12:39 A, M., 
he was suspended between heaven and 
earth. The body awnng rapidly round and 
round, hia livid face upturned to the starry 
firmament. With glassy eyes his gaze was 
fixed, as if trying to penetrate the great 
futurity, to which he had given so little 
thonght during bis reckless life, 
The 


body swung to and fro, with now and then 
a convulsive moment that sent a thrill of 
horror through the crowd. 
Tbe sheen of 


his familiar greasy leather coat shone with 
a peculiar brilliancy. 


HOW HE DIED. 


He died as he lived—fearing neither God 


nor man. Not a drop of warm blood seem- 
ingly flowed in his veins. He wai a dan- 
geroas man in any community. Suspended 
in mid air from the bridge was left the life- 
less body of the late Louis Ortiz, with the 
pale light of the nioon on his livid and 
distorted countenance. He paid the pen- 
alty be so richly deserved. The crowd 
was orderly and determined, and evidently 
believed that necessity knowa no law. The 
life of a valued officer and honorable citi- 
zen had been all but taken while in the 
fearless discharge of hia duty. The alow 
and tardy process of justice, as adminis- 
tered in tbe courts of law, was not suffi- 
cient to meet this crisis. 
However much 


we may deplore mob violence, yet the very 
nature of his despicable crime was such 
had it gone slowly unpunished, the doors 
would have been open for its repetition. 


In the sight of that body swinging in 


mid air can be read tbe verdict of justice. 
The majesty of the law had been insulted 
and the highest tribunal in the world—the 
people, revenged the wrong. The swing- 
ing of tbe would be asiassin is a notice 
terrible in its mute and effective eloquence, 
which says to the horde and swarm of gam- 
blers and out throats, pimps and blackleg 
robbers and sneak thieves that will visit us 
the coming week "beware, the lives of 
onr citizens and their property are sacred."
